To His Excellency A. W. RANDALL, 
` Governor of Wisconsin: 

In obedience to the laws of the State of Wisconsin, I herewith 
submit to your consideration, a statement of the present condition 
of the Wisconsin State Prison, now under my charge: and a report 
of my doings as commissioner from the date of my last report up 
to the present time, together with such suggestions as to me seem 
important. 

The year new closing has been strongly characterized on the 
part of the convicts, by quiet industry and cheerful obedience. 

The common Father of all our mercies has favored the inmates 
with general health, and among the 245 convicts confined here 
during the year, not one case of mortality has occurred, and the 
officers charged with their oversight, have been equally favored. 
The result exhibits a state of health seldom equalled in the most 
favored localities of the earth. j Ul 

I have the satisfaction of reporting the transit of another year 
over this institution, without insurrection, violence or effectual 
escape. The convict who was at large atthe date of my last report, 
ras soon after recaptured and held in custody until duly discharged 

aw. : 
"The ingenious escape of one of the life members of the institu- 
tion during the night of the of October, was followed by his 
recapture by the officers of the prison after an absence of two 
weeks, during which time he had been concealed by his friends. 

Experience has confirmed my conviction that-a mild and merci- 
ful application of the rules of discipline is sufficient in all cases to 
reduce the most hardened offender to obedience—that however 
deeply steeped in inquity and hardened in sin, there is still a ten- 
der point in the human heart which can be reached by proper 
management, and the christian principles of kindness so wisely 
and successfully applied by Mr. Rarey in-taming. vicious animals, 
may be equally applicable and successful when applied to vicious 
men. , tts ' 


-The civilized world has already acknowledged that prisonsare not 
established simply for the punishment of offenders, but that as 
far as possible they should be made to reclaim the wandering and 


^u 
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save the lost; measures which will tend most-effectually to produce 
this result is undoubtedly the true course to be adopted. 

The penalty of the law is justly due to its transgressor, but in 
the midst of deserved wrath; itis God-like to be merciful, I he- 
lieve cruel infliction, alike forbidden ‘by sound philosephy and 
pus religion; that in all cases they tend to make a good man 

ad, and a bad man worse—-while nothing will arouse the virtuous 
aspirations of a fallen man so powerfully as the conviction that it 
still lies in his power to regain the rights he has forfeited, and 
that he yet can be respected by society as a fellow man—that 
though fallen, society needs his virtuous labors, and seeks his 
restoration by holding out inducements as a ladder upon which 

he may ascend to usefulness and respectability. 5 2 

The effect of the law which diminishes the term of a conviot's 
imprisonment for his good behavior has fully equalled the most 
sanguine expectations of its friends. Under.its benign influence, 
more and better work will be accomplished in ten months than in 
twelve, without it, and at far less expense of waste and watching, 
while corporeal punishment will seldom, if ever, need be tesorted 
to. While the law as it is may not be as perfect as might be de- 
sired, the principle it establishes is just and right, and it is to be 
hoped that the same spirit which prompted its enactment, will 
continue to develope itself in such changes as experience shall 
teach to be right and proper. Lao AME 
- A sorry feature in the management of our State Prison, is the 
frequent change in its administration; while the discipline and 
improvement of the convicts are seriously retarded, the intereat 
of the State, in a pecuniary point, is apt to be as seriously felt by 
the inexperience of new men every fwo years. I am firnily of 
the opinion that the State Prison never can be well managed nor 
self-sustaining under the present system of changing its officers. 
The term of two years barely qualifies a mam to. discharge the 
complicated duties of this office, and to know the character of the 
men under his charge, A more proper and judicious plan would 
be to elect or appoint the officers of this institution at the same 
time, and for the saine term that the judges of your courts are 
chosen. 

‘During the past year the results of labor has been satisfactory 
—fully equalling my anticipations ; the work shops have been 
completed, and several of the apartments are now occupied for va- 
‘¥ious mechanical purposes. A sewer or drain has been excavated 
from the prison yard to the river, a distance of 2,800 feet, and a 
tile tube ten inches in diamater laid at a depth sufficient to protect 
it from the influence of frost. The front ‘wall, a sèries of stone 
‘pillars and arches filled with iron net-work a distance of 575 feet, 
is nearly completed, aud for its combination.of strength, beauty 
and usefulness, will compare favorably with any structure of ‘its 
kind in the. United States, and ‘is a-monument of praigé to the 
genius and taste of its designer. ` ee 
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A large kitchen range has been. purchased and set upin the 
cook room, atan expense.of five hundred and twenty-nine dollars 
and fifty cents, ($529 50) which admirably answers its design in 
. the saving of labor and fuel. A large number of the convicts 
have been employed upon these and other improvements in and 
about the*prison and yard, while those who could be advantageous- 
ly engaged in the several mechanigal.shops, have been thus em- 
ployed. - , X 

‘The total amount appropriated by the Legislature to the State- 

Prison for the year.1861, is twenty-seven thousand dollars (827,- 
000), being six thousand two hundred and ninety-six dollars and 
twenty-four cents ($6,296 24) less than for the year 1860, twen- 
ty-two thousand sayen hundred and eighty-nine dollars ($22,789) 
legs than for the year 1859, and twenty thousand eleven hundred 
and nine dollara and. thirty-one cents ($20,119 13) less than for 
the year 1858. Of-the appropriation for this year there is stil] 
due from the State treasury the snm of four thousand five hundred 
dollars, ($4,500) whith amount will be sufficient io leave the State 
Prison free from indebtedness at the end of the year 1861. 
: [have made no estimate of the permanent improyemnets that 
have been made about the prison and yard during this season, of 
which the sewer and front wall are the two most prominent items, 
The labor upon these has been performed by the conviaty. 

While the tables herewith annexed will show that a considerable 
part of the money appropriated by the State to the prison, has 
been expended for the purchase of material, etc.,’ for these im- 
provements, it hag also been necessary to employ extra guards and 
overseers in: working convicts outside the prison enclosure, 

During the time I have had this institution under my charge, I 
have endeavored to prosecute such improvements as seemed to me 
to be mostly needed, ` 

The walls around the prison yard, as well as the workshops and 
sewer were among the improvements absolutely necessary; and 
while the institution is far from being complete, I believe there 
are'no improvements now so urgently demanded but what they 
may be gradually made by the work of such convicts as can not 
be employed in the workshops. 

The.old prison building is still the only quarters for the female 
department and deputy warden’s residence. TF or.this purpose it is 
extremely inconvenient, being a dilapidated monument of ald age, 
and occupying a conspicuous place in the centre of the yard; it 
obscures and destroys the beauty and usefullness of the enclosure, 
and calls for speedy removal. 

A foundation has been commenced for the construction of a 
stone building in an appropriate location on the north side of the 
front yard, which ought to be built of proper dimensions for the 
female department and residence of the Deputy Warden. 

The current expenses for the ensuing year including the build- 
ing above alluded to will require an appropriation of from fifteen 
to twenty thousand dollars. | 
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For whatever success may have attended my labors in the ad. 
ministration of the affairs of this institution, I am much indebted 
to the energy and fidelity of the officers who have assisted me in 
its arduous duties with untiring zeal and devotion ; to all of whom 
I tender may grateful acknowledgements. 

The female department, formerly a source of considerable an- 
noyance, has, under the charge of the present worthy Matron, 
Mrs. Martin Mitchell, been marked with industry and quiet. The 
influence of moral examples and christian teaching has shown its 
good result in the quiet and peaceable behavior of the inmates, 
and the avowed determination of many on their discharge, to lead 
henceforth a respectable and honorable life. ! 

There has been confined during the year nine prisoners which 
were sentenced by the United Staten District Court. Of this 

vnumber two were received during the year and four discharged ; 
.Uwe on expiration of term, and two wore discharged by pardon 
from the President, leaving five here at the present time, 

Y fhave received from the State Treasurer the sum of one thou- 
. sand ‘five hundred and four dollars and thirteen cents, ($1,50413) 
‘which had been paid to him by the United States Marshal on bill 
rendered for the maintenance of United States convicts up to Jan- 
mary Ist, 1861. . 

There is still due from the General Government the sum of six 
hundred and sixty-two dollars and eighty seven cents, ($662 87) 
for its convicts up to July Ist, 1861, for which a bill has been 
presented, andis now in the hands of the proper auditing officer. 

There is due to the Prison on outstanding accounts, and bills 
weoeivable; including the amount due from the United States, one 

thousanil nine hundred and ninety-seven dollars and seventy -four 
` cents ($1,997 74), and an indebtedness against the prison to citizens 
fors upplies of seven hundred and eighty seven dollars and fifty 
cents, also to convicts on deposits fifty-nine dollars and eighty-two 
cents, ($59 82). n 

For the receipts and disbursements, together with the proceeds 
of labor in the workshops, stock and property on hand, statistics, 
ete., I beg to refer you to the tables hereto annexed. 

A detailed account of all disbursments, together with vouchers 
for the same, are on file in my office, subject to the inspection of 
such committee as may be appointed by the Legislature to visit 
the prison. n Py

. OHAPLAIN'S REPORT: : 
ox [U^ NAvPUN, Wisconsin, October 1st., 1861. 

To His Excellency, A. W, Randall ^. CN : 
"v B^ Governor of the State of Wisconsin = 
- Où ‘entering ‘upon the ‘discharge of my duties as Chaplain of 
the State Prison, I had Home fears that I might not be able to 
adapt my instructions to the necessities of my audience. I soon 
cane to the conclusion that the same-class of truths and facts that 
wore adapted to the wants of. dutside sinners, wete appropriate to 
those within the prison walls; nor have È béen able to discover 
the wide difference between the two classes whichis generally sup- 
posed to exist. - The prisoner i$ too often judged severely and un- 
charitably ; many-forget that -circumstances and associatsons have 
much to do with men’s vices: a christian education, good society, 
and freedom from temptations do much to preserve our virtues: 
were these religious and social checks removed, and strong temp- 
tations presented, how many that are now deemed:virtuous, would 
plunge into vice and find their way to the State Penitentiary ? 

We should not judge the fallen uncharitably, but remember the 
words.of Christ—“ judge not according to the appearance, but 
judge righteous judgment." f 

With- few exceptions the convicts are inclined to despondency ; 
this in-Bome cases degenerates into misanthropy. The policy of 
the present administration, if I have not misapprehendéd it, has 
been to éncourage and reform the convict by Aj REA metoods, 
and to inspire them with hope. While the discipline has been 
firm it has been mild and humane. "The inmates of-the prison 
have been treated as men and women, endowed with reason and 
ihe cémmon sympathies of our race. The benefits resulting from 
this policy are seen in the general good order which prevails in the 
VN EE. and the fact that punishments have been seldom in- 

ieted. -> tos i JA 

" The new-law placing it within thé reach ofthe convict to short- 
en the term of his sentence, by good behavior, was a move in the - 
right direction, and demanded by the advancement of the age. 
The wisdom ‘of that enactment is clearly demonstrated by its prac- 
tiealworkings. -Whateyer improves the morals’ and habits of the 
convicts is of the greatest importance to the- state. I deem the 
réformation.of the prisoners-of paramount importance, as most of 
them are sooner or latér-to mingle again with sdciety at-large; 
and aside from all humane considerations, a sound policy:-would 
dictate that ull reasonable means to refori' and elévate the con- 
viets should be employed. — ME. l i 

In my intercourse ‘with' the prisoners I: have generally found 
their affable; and communicitive; and most-of them éxpress a de-. 
sire for mental and ioral improvement. - l-have-thought it-might 


be well for the State, in addition to the religious instruction given

moral instructor, during the week days, and thus render his efforts 
to reform and elevate the.convicts more constant and effective. 

I have been gratified with the good order -and elose attention of 
the convicts during our religious exercises; and especially happy 
io learn through the.Commissioner that there is now no need of 
compulsion to securea full attendance upon the Ohapel services. 
I have good reason to believe that my labors have not; been.entire- 
ly “in vain in the Lord,” but that some of these fallen ones have 
reformed and are endeavoring to live christian lives; and. when 
restored to liberty, will become useful citizens as well as “ living 
epistles, known and read of all men,” demonstrating the power of 
God's grace to restore those fallen ones to virtue and Bap pime

PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


WaupuN, Wis. Nov. 21st, 1861. 


In presenting my annual report of the inmates of the Wisconsin 
State Prison, L would state that the health of the prisoners has 
been unusually good for the past year. There has nota death 
occurred during the time. At the commencement of the year there 
were four sick in the hospital, two were discharged and two recov- 
ered. For four months the hospital was unoccupied. There is at 
present but one patient in that department. 

There were. during the summer ten cases of dysentery, all re- 
covered, We havg also had a few cases of minor surgery result- 
iig from injuries received. at work. 

The female department has been signally blessed, not only in 
health, but in an accession to their number—independent of the 
courts. on the 19th of July, gave birth to a bright 
boy, who is now quite a pet among them. 

The long needed sewer is completed. Its beneficial effects will 
be felt not only by the institution, but by our village. The food 
for the past year has been of good. quality, and is served up in 
good order. The fine cooking range purchased by Mr. Heg has 
been a great improvement over the old aparatus. 

I cannot speak in too high terms of the zeal and energy mani- 
fested by the present administration for the health and comfort of 
those under their care, every suggestion for sanitary improvement 
having met with prompt and immediate attention. 

The cheerfulness. and good conduct of. the. prisoners, together 
with the alacrity. with which their labor is perfornied, is sufficient 
evidence that they are well cared for.
